RECORD BROKEN. 

Tuesday broke all records in this 
city for fires, there being nine bell 
alarms and 10 telephone calls re¬ 
ceived by tho department during that 
day.

At 
11:15 Box 18 rang In for a grass fire 
off Newtonville avenue, 263 rang In 
nt 1:15 for another off Homer street, 
1:30 brought Box 29 for brush on 
RdJnboro street. Box 56 rang at 2:15 
for fire on the roof of house of George 
W. Hawkes on Beacon street, Waban, 
caused by sparks from railroad. This 
was quite u serious blaze, causing a 
loss of ubont $2000 and Mirs. Hawkes, 
who is quite an aged lady, bad to 
be carried out of the house by neigh¬ 
bors. While tills house was burning 
Box 75 rang at 3:15 for a serious 
fire, caused by spontaneous combus¬ 
tion In the stable on Cypress street. 
Newton Centre, owned by Thomas 
Frost and occupied by Darrell and 
Waugh. A Becond alarm was rung 
in for this fire, as two adjoining 
houses caught fire and were slightly 
damaged. The barn was a total loss. 
The damage is estimated at $3000. 
In the meantime Box 46 rang at 2:30 
for brush fire on Auburn street, and 
there was another grass fire report¬ 
ed at 2:35 on Cook street. A still 
alarm about 1 o’clock brought the 
apparatus to the double house on 
Oaklelgh road occupied by Mr. A. S. 
Partridge, where grass, ignited 
by sparks from the railroad, threat¬ 
ened the house. The crew of a 
freight train also extinguished a grass 
fire on the railroad hank near Brea- 
more road about the same time. 

At 6:25 Box 48 was rung in for 
a fire in a couch in house of J. L. 
White, Auburndale avenue, where 
the damage was trifling.

UNDER THE GILD ED DOME. 

Some of tho most Interesting hear¬ 
ing's of ihe poaalon wore toeld this 
week, for hiding the proposed elortrl- 
flon Hon of t he fttwum railroads in 
(Metropolitan Boston, ttbe proposed 
oil a n ge in tfhe const tint Ion to allow 
olnssiflo.ilion of property for taxation 
purposes, and on the bill to allow the 
Boston Klemtod Torn pany to hold 
stork In other street railways. In the 
House the most interesting action 
this week wins on the social led "bar 
and bottle" bill, which wns passed by 
a good majority In concurrence with 
the Senate. It is rumored that this 
bill will bo defeated In the Senate 
■when it coanes up Tor enactment, but 
the teniporanoe tpeople are alive to 
the situation and [intend to hold nil 
the advantage they now possess. The 
bill prohibits the selling of liquor by 
the bottle in places licensed to sell 
by the glass. Whether or not the 
separation of these classes of the 
liquor business will make for better 
conditions Is problematical and it 
must bo confessed that the efforts of 
the temperance interests along sim¬ 
ilar lines in the past have been rather 
chimerical. All thred of our repre- 
eeu tat Ives voted against tlhe referen¬ 
dum amendment and In favor of the 
bill and Mr. Ellis also spoke for the i 
bill. 

Ail file Newton representatives | 
voted in the negative on the so-called 
initiative and referendum amendment 
to the constitution which, to every¬ 
body's surprise, was favorably re¬ 
ported by tiho committee which had 
reported adversely only the day pre¬ 
vious on a similar proposition. The 
bill, which was passed, provides for 
a very largo number of signatures -be¬ 
fore any proposition can be placed on 
the ballot and all good judges Bay 
that the conditions imposed are prac¬ 
tically Impossible. If such Is the 
oase It seems folly to place such laws 
on. the statute books. As it takes 
favorable netton by two successive 
■Legislatures ns well as favorable ac¬ 
tion by the people. It is still possible 
to defeat the proposition. 

The so-called lobby bill was also 
passed on Monday, with our repre¬ 
sentatives voting against the White 
amendment which would prohibit 
members of political committees from 
acting ns legislative counsel, as well 
as legislative agent. The amendment 
was defeated. This bill defines a 
legislative counsel as one who ap¬ 
pears before legislative committees 
in relation to legislation, and legis¬ 
lative agent as one who does any act 
to Influence legislation. Members of 
political committees will, if the bill 
becomes law, be prohibited from act¬ 
ing as the latter, alllho privileged to 
do the former. The opprobious term 


nr "lobbyist" will hereafter refcT 
an ley to legislative agents. 

The hearing on t.he matter of elec¬ 
trification bn Wednesday was well 
attended, with Hon. Seward W. Jonots, 
Horn John A. Fen no. Charles 13. Kel¬ 
sey, A. P. Garter, lletnry Whitmore, 
Howard Whitmore, G. II. Mellon, Reu¬ 
ben Forknnll. M. A. Chandler, Joseph 
Ryers, James S. Cannon, W. 11. Cool- 
Id gc and W. TI. Cooley of Newton In 
the nudience. The familiar argu¬ 
ments In favor of electricity were 
given by Mr. Ewing, who represented 
the United Improvement Association, 
including the abolition of the smoke 
nuisance, less aiolse, more frequent 
trains, and the possibility o’ utilizing 
the space over the present tralnsheds 
and track wards. Mr. Kelsey spoke 
a few words in favor for the Civic 
Federation of Newton and the New¬ 
ton Highlands, NewtoTwtlle and No- 
nnntnin Improvement Societies were 
recorded in favor. Mr. Oooley told n 
Tew personal experiences. The bills 
were opposed by Mr. Cool Id ge in be- 
hair of the Boston & Maine railroad 
principally on the ground or expense, 
which he claimed would amount to 
$r>0,000,000, of which half would 'be¬ 
come a burden on his road. As the 
present capital is only $110,000,000 Mir. 
Ooolldge naked where the road could 
obtain the increased income neces¬ 
sary to pay the interest and charges 
of tills expense. He questioned the 
knowledge of the committee In tills 
matter and claimed that operating ex¬ 
penses had not been reduced in New 
York by the aubstltution of electricity. 
He said that there was no induce¬ 
ment for monied people to Invest In 
railroad securities if the legislature 
requires the road to reduce Tares, 
prohibits increase in freight rates 
and requires investments In noil¬ 
earning projects like this. 

Cod. M. O. Adams opposed the bills 
Tor the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
road, saying it would put them out or 
business to spend $1,250,000 on a 
capital of $850,000. 

Mr. E. A. Whitman opposed the 
bill for the B. & A., saying that the 
New York Central had failed to make 
Its annual rental for the past three 
years by about $1,000,000 a year. The 
"Newton circuit, which would he af¬ 
fected, is run each year at a loss of 
$200,000 and investigation shows that 
electrification would increase, not. de¬ 
crease this deficit. The road esti¬ 
mates an expense of $4,500,000 to 
electrify and if the New- York experi¬ 
ence counts for anything it may cost 
double that sum. The road is now- 
engaged in spending large sums of 
money in equipment, additional ter¬ 
minal facilities and docks and can¬ 
not afford to spend money in. experi¬ 
ments.

Women’s Clubs

The past week has seen practically 
the close of the State Fed oration 
yon.r, with tho exception of the mi- 
mini meeting, art lenst, so -far ns the 
club women in general nre eonecriied. 
Tho conference idea, which it was 
stated in the fall would be empha¬ 
sized this year, has steadily grown 
in popularity nnd lias already justi¬ 
fied itself, Tho attendance at the 
Household Economics conference at 
Chicopee last week, if reiwrta nre 
correct, would seem to Indicate that 
It is a good Hldng to -hold at least one 
during the year at some distance 
from the "Hub" or the club move¬ 
ment. The groat value of those con¬ 
ferences seems to lie tho opportunity 
of discussing ninttors more Informally 
than ie possible n-t larger meetings 
and nt times when a formal program 
has been arranged. This wns par¬ 
ticularly evident at the presidents' 
conference at Arlington on Wednes¬ 
day of this week. That many clubs 
have similar difficulties canto out re¬ 
peatedly in the course of Hie after¬ 
noon nnd the mere fact of finding 
tills ont Is a help and the sugges¬ 
tions of how olliers have met them 
must needs be of assistance. The 
Federation hns found a good thing, 
may It. be continued and may it. be 
used to the best advantage. 

Questions are arising in regard to 
the School and Home Gardens, as to 
wihnl is going to be d<?ne. It has been 
hinted that some are waiting to have 
that answered before making any 
contribution. The only reply the 
committee can give is that they can¬ 
not tell until they know how much 
money they are to have to work with.

CONFERENCE OF PRESIDENTS. 

To in some measure atone for Hie 
disappointment felt by the Arlington 
Woman's Club nt not entertaining the 
State Federation at its mid-winter 
meeting a© originally planned, the 
conference of presidents met with 
them on the afternoon of March 30. 
Miss Bacon upon calling the meeting 
to order presented the president or 
the hostess club. -Mrs. Charles A. 
Dennett, who Is also a member of the 
state hoard. Airs. Dennett greeted 
ihe guests cordially and there was 
the word of acknowledgment from 
■Miss Bacon before beginning the pro¬ 
gram laid out f6r the afternoon. An 
hour was given to the consideration 
of the duties of the officers. Including 
Ihe president, the two secretaries and 
the ■treasurer, while the rest of the 
time was given to a discussion of 
methods of nominations, of payment 
of dues and guest, privileges as these 
have been mot in the different clubs. 

Miss Bacon opened the discussion 
by reading a description of an Ideal 
president as given by a paper in an¬ 
other state. Tho characteristics 
therein named Included fairness, good 
judgment, dignity, the ability to so 
conduct herself that in the midst of 
debate and th© putting of motions 
and declaring votes no one shall 
know upon which side she herself 
stands and as a final requisite n 
knowledge of parliamentary law. 
What to do with the ex-presldent 
was brought up and a member or 
wide experience suggested that to her 
mind the ideal club would be one 
made up entirely of ex-presidents, 
6ince they have had the experience 
and know wfliat it means. 

Mrs. Effie S. Nowors, clerk of the 
Federation, spoke briefly of duties of 
recording secretaries nnd urged 
promptness in carrying out matters 
entrusted to her and pointed out the 
advantage of -writing Ip notes of 
meetings immediately while the cir¬ 
cumstances are fresh In the mind. 

The Federation corresponding sec¬ 
retary explained the system of admis¬ 
sion tickets to Federation meetings, 
besought the officers to read all 
notices carefully and to attend to all 
matters promptly. In fact the whole 
discussion of difficulties throughout 
the afternoon turned upon the neces¬ 
sity of good business methods, which. 
of course, mean prompt and careful 
attention to all details belonging (to 
one’s office. 

The majority of clubs had found by 
experience that It Is necessary to fix 
a definite time in which dues should 
he paid, and if that was made a short 
lime after the annual meeting, the 
financial matters of the clubs were 
much more easily managed and the 
duties of the treasurer materially de¬ 
creased. The Federation treasurer is 
In South America, but before she 
went away she left the encouraging 
message that the business methods of 
the clubs have greatly improved dur¬ 
ing her term of service. 

In the question of methods of elec¬ 
tion and of securing nominations, sev¬ 
eral clubs have used the Informal bal¬ 
lot with success, while others had 
found it very unsatisfactory. The ma¬ 
jority believed the nominating com¬ 
mittee to he the best plan. The dif¬ 
ficulty of securing anyone to be Ihe 
president was touched upon by sev¬ 
eral and more than one instance of 
a committee's bringing In a report 
with that office left blank was cited. 
One ease was mentioned where the 
chairman of the nominating commit¬ 
tee at such a time made an earnest 
plea that whoever was nominated 
from the floor must feel it. a duty to 
accept. Upon sitting down she her¬ 
self was immediately nominated and 
she served. The question was raised 
as to rite attendance upon annual 
meetings and how to secure it. '.Many 
bad solved the problem by having 
tea or a luncheon. 

Before the session -was adjourned 
Miss Bacon stated that the official 
trip to the biennial had been placed 
Ih the hands of Raymond & Whit¬ 
comb and all bookings should be 
made with them. The civics commit¬ 
tee of the Federation urge that 
"Peace Day," May 18, be observed or 
at least some recognition be made of 
It In the clubs, the public schools and 
in tho Churches. 

Ai the close those present were 
cordially welcomed to the vestry be¬ 
low where the hostess club served 
light 'refreshments during the social 
hour. It was In every way a suc¬ 
cessful and enjoyable meeting. 

T.h© last, of the committee confer¬ 
ences, that on Household Economics, 
was held by invitation of tihe Chico* 
jK-e Falla Woman's Flub at Fhloo]tee 
Falls on Thursday. March 24. The 
following report of the conference is 
taken from the Springfield Republi¬ 
can: 

The program was divided Into two 
parts. oiu» a paper by Miss Helen 
Isniise Johnson of Springfield, an as¬ 
sociate editor of Good Housekeeping, 
on the subject, “What home econo¬ 
mics stands for in life efficiency.” 
and the other u symposium on the 
"Domestic science education of chil¬ 
dren/' participated In by Miss Bertha 
M. McConkey. supervisor of the 
primary schools of .Springfield; Mina 
Bern Iso Allen, director o-f the home 
economics department of the Tech- 
ni«tf High School in Springfield; 
Mrs. Lillian 1*. Powers of Springfield, 
•Mrs. Helen l>. FhatuberJaln of Spring- 
field and Mrs. Isabella L. lU-ustis of 
Belmont, a member of the Cant a- 
brldgia Flub. The conference was 
pri*slded over by Mrs. Hattie M. Doug¬ 
las of Wiiubrop, chairman of the 
household economics m* mklee. The

women. Mrs. Douglas, tho chairman, 
wns introduced by Mrs. lauden N. 

I .yen. president of the Old cope© Falls 
Went mi's Flub. At 1 o'clock a re- I 
ccption was held and refreshment9 
wore served. 

Miss Johnson said that the nomen¬ 
clature ntt ached to the goner nil sub¬ 
ject of household economics is con¬ 
siderably vngue. so much so that what 
Is don© under one naane In on© sve- 
(lon hns another name in another, 
and people don’t know exactly what 
is meant when any domestic science 
term in used In any particular case. 

A good word 'foe tho advanced study 
or household economics is “erithen- 
les." a tenm formed after the analogy 
or "eugenics," and employed by the 
Brown Fnlwrslty authorities to avoid 
tho term "household economies,” for 
the reason that girls wiho would en¬ 
ter a course under that name might 
bo considered ns belonging to the 
class of those about to be married, 
or anxious to got. nmr.ried. Miss 
Johnson said that the lfUh century 
had done ntuch lo provide education¬ 
al opportunities for boys and girls, 
particularly for girls, who in 17D0 
were allowed the use of the schools 
for two hours a day in the town of 
Gloucester as a resiiR of the awak¬ 
ening of somebody lo Ihe fact 4lint 
this “tender and interesting branch 
of the community” had been som- 
wlmt seriously neglected up to that 
t inie. 

Miss Johnson spoke with enthusi¬ 
asm of the progress which the edu¬ 
cation of women has made within 100 
years, but said tliaf the differentiation 
of education for hoys*ami for girls 
had not been carried fair enough, the 
schools and curriculum for boys hav¬ 
ing remained too long the model for 
schools and curriculum for girls. Miss 
Johnson read a passage from an in¬ 
teresting hook written by Mis# Kath¬ 
erine Beecher of Hartford in 1840, 
which contained the outline of domes¬ 
tic science education which has ac¬ 
tually been carried out wllhln the 
last decade or two In the schools. 
The complete statement of the theory 
of the subject was contained in one 
or two chapters of that book, -Miss 
Johnson said. Household economics 
means a differentiation of man's nnd 
woman’s activities in society, and 
stands for nothing more or less than 
right living, which means the totality 
of life—life In the organism, in the 
emotions and the Intellect. It alms 
at the ideal home life of tho present, 
unhampered by the traditions of the 
past, an understanding utilization of 
the resources of life, and above all | 
•a .reaction from the dominance of [ 
things, and, by the means of a slni-: 
pi lolly in surroundings, a due sub¬ 
mission to ideals of heme and so¬ 
ciety. 

Miss McConkey said that sewing 
had been taught in the SprtngfleW 
schools 26 years and cooking 18 years. 
Tt wns to the Springfield Women’s 
Club that the city owed the beginning 
o-f eooklng courses in the schools, 
that elub having equipped a kitchen 
in one of the schools, which soon 
persuaded the school committee of 
the value of that branch of instruc¬ 
tion. No\v sewing Is taught in the 
fifth, sixth and eighth grades, and 
rooking in the seventh and ninth 
grades. The reason why cooking was 
added to the seventh grade curri¬ 
culum was to take advantage of the 
child’s “instinct to keep house,” or 
the "keep-house age,” as Miss Me- 
Conkey called it. At this age chil¬ 
dren perform even the drudgery of 
household duties with absolute de¬ 
light. To be sure, this age passes, 
and is followed by the age when Hie 
girl prefers making cakes and salads 
to rolling up her sleeves and “.mess¬ 
ing.” In the second grade of the 
Springfield schools there is a doll’s 
house, made by the pupils and fur¬ 
nished by them, not according to their 
own tastes—which Is a pity—hut ac¬ 
cording to the teachers’. This ami 
other things are designed to give the 
child the pi ay-interest in work. 

Miss Allen said that the com¬ 
mercial spirit wms predominant at 
tli© present time to a deplorable de¬ 
gree, manResting itself in boys and 
girls who, without the necessity of 
going lo work, get positions In stores 
after school hours and during vaca¬ 
tions, for the sake of earning money. 
She said tlia.t the public schools had 
to fit pupils to meet a variety of 
needs, and she told how by the addi¬ 
tion of the branches o-f domestic sol¬ 
an oo the schools are better nble 
Hum formerly to fit girls for tile ac¬ 
tivities of the homo. She gave an 
outline of the courses In the subject 
given at the Technical High School. 

•Mrs. Powers rend a witty paper 
telling how she taught her son to 
save nerve force anti thus to guard 
himself against the 'tendency of the 
age to be unnecessarily s]K?ndthrift In 
nervous energy and emotions. Sim 
gave an entertaining account of her 
rtile in The playroom for eliminating 
"whiners and party bosses," and 
teaching the principle that Ihe ma¬ 
jority rules, in coses where somebody 
has refused to play because he can¬ 
not have his own way and is threal* 
enhig to go home. The rule Is that 
he shall be assisted to put on his 
coat and politely led from the house 
with the least delay possible, and 
.when 1 1 is her own son he is de¬ 
tached from his fellows mid placed 
In solitary confinement. 

Mrs. Chamber la in’s subject wns 
"How I have tailed," and she said 
that she would not undertake to tell 
In six minutes all Hi© ways in which 
ehe had failed to teach home econo- 
•mil's. When children are small, par¬ 
ents prefer doing things themselves, 
or having them done by some com¬ 
petent servant, to permitting them to 
be don© by children ami then having 
to go almut and correct the bungling 
efforts of the little ones. This was a 
mistake, however, for the value to be 
gained by the children la the forma¬ 
tion of -habits was worth more to the 
family than the mere saving of time 
and convenience. Mrs-. Fli am her lain 
spoke with keen appreciation of Ihe 
humorous side or domestic affairs. 
She was followed by Mrs. lleustls. 
Who told how her boys had been so 
instructed in house-hold affairs that 
they kept house will much success 
for a term of six weeks while she 
was away, although they had their 
father to rely on for suggestions nnd 
asslsiunco during that time. This 
was jtoswible Iwcause she had taught 
her Isiys what she would huvo taught 
to girls.

At length 
matters got to such a pass that when 
a police raid was made on a certain 
low dancing pince In Soho and nn or¬ 
der was given for every oue to uumnsk 
what was the amazement of the police 
to llnd that at least a third ot the com¬ 
pany consisted of ladles and gentle¬ 
men of the highest aristocracy, some 
of whom had even brought their 
daughters.—London Saturday Review.

On one occasion he was so Incensed 
at not being able to produce n certain 
effect that be seized a knife and would 
have destroyed the canvas nnd ended 
the mntter once for ail had not his 
wife forrunntely seized his hand and 
Induced him to give the picture another 
trial. Thus It was that at lost "The 
Angelus" found a place on the walls 
of the Louvre. The success It won en¬ 
couraged Millet to palm ruuuy more 
pictures and thus place himself among 
the immortals lu art. 


The Judges' Ride. 

Customs cliauge slowly with the law¬ 
yers, but the procession through the 
streets at the reopening of the law 
courts was not always the casual af¬ 
fair It now Is. Until the middle of the 
sixteenth century the "judges’ ride” to 
Westminster hull was quite tin impos¬ 
ing spectacle, all the legal dignitaries 
being mounted on mules, like bishops 
and abbots on n pilgrimage.

Norunibegn Park will ihave a new 
theatre when, the 14th season is be¬ 
gun at *tJliIs Charles river amusement 
resort on Memorial Day, May 30 

This open-air playhouse Is being 
buiit and promises to rival anything 
of its kind in the world. It will be a 
magnificent structure of steel and 
oesnem and built to last for a genera¬ 
tion. The estimated cost la $60,000. 

Court mated with some of iiho earlier 
Malory of the park It may seem like 
a big jump, 'but the steady growth In 
popularity, not onfly of the park itself 
•but of Its several new theatres and 
needed enlargements of stage and 
seating capacity .from season to sea¬ 
son to meet the demands of the in¬ 
creasing patronage year after year 
has shown that It 4s warranted. 

J. L. Richards, president of the 
Norumbega Park Company, viewed 
die burning of tlie theatre last June 
and determined to rebuild. The boaird 
of direct ora decided to eneot a the¬ 
atre building that would as Ear sur¬ 
pass the one burned last summer as 
that excelled the old rustic theatre 
of the first season of the park, 1897. 

A heavy retaining wall was built 
across the fountain basin to the south, 
a new pipe line Was brought into the 
park, and a complete 'system of added 
Are protection, with three 'new hy¬ 
drants, was Installed. Plans wore con¬ 
sidered then for the new theatre. 

The entire plan originated with 
Manager Carl Alberte, and these plans 
were worked out by Samuel J. Brown, 
architect.

The rcsnilt or <t)hp poll of Republi¬ 
can newspapers of Mn.^aehusetls by 
the Ohioufro Tribune, regarding cur¬ 
rent opinion of the Aid rich tariff bill, 
and the continuance of Mr. Cannon 
as speaker, lends Inevitably to the 
conclusion that the no-called "insur¬ 
gent movement” Is not confined to 
the west nnd northwest, hut i<s al¬ 
most national in Its scope. Indeed, 
the Tribune finds that New England 
editors are more strongly opposed to 
the present tariff nnd to Speaker Can¬ 
non than their brother editors In 
other sections of the country. The 
figures for 'Massaohusott.s are par¬ 
ticularly interesting, when viewed by 
the reeent reshlt ill the 14th district 
and the change in the committee on 
Rules of the National House, both of 
which have occurred since the Tri¬ 
bune's poll was made. Seventy-nine 
Massachusetts editors are opposed to ; 
the Aldrich tariff, and 24 in favor, 
with 54 not answering. New England 
ns a whole votes 184 In opposition^ 
39 in favor and 157 not answering. 1 
On the question is Cannon your 
choice for speaker? Massachusetts 
votes 87 no, 19 yes, and 51 fail to an¬ 
swer, while New England totals 32 
yes. 205 no and 143 not answering. 

These figures simply go to show 
that the Republican party will have 
the fight of its life the coming fall, 
wlhcn. wjtih Congressmen to be elected, 
the tariff and the high cost of living 
will enter more largely into the cam¬ 
paign than it did last year in the 
gubematorial election. In addition, 
the Republicans of .Massachusetts will 
probably make the state fight with a 
ticket headed by a governor, who. 
while a splendid executive—one of 
the best the state has had for many I 
years—still lacks that, personal popu¬ 
larity which is such a large factor in : 
most campaigns. 

The work for the coming elections, 
from a Republican standpoint, cannot 
be commenced too soon, and should 
be the most active and aggressive 
campaign possible. 

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

The Committee on Cities has at 
last reported leave to withdraw on 
the bill of Boston College to annex 
land at Chestnut Hill to the city of 
Boston. The committee has acted in 
a most singular manner on this propo¬ 
sition. After the formal hearing 
some weeks ago it gave a private 
hearing to represents!Ives of the 
college and then gave the city author¬ 
ities an opportunity to appear at an¬ 
other conference. The college amend¬ 
ed its biHl bo that the land to be 
annexed Included only the property 
occupied by the college, but even 
this bill failed to satisfy the city 
authorities and so another hearing 
was held Wednesday morning at 
which Mr. McLaughlin appeared for 
the ^college, and City Solicitor Slo¬ 
cum, Alderman Blakemore and Ex- 
Representative E. B. Bishop spoke in 
rein onsi ran oe, Yesterday the commit¬ 
tee* reported leave to withdraw with 
Senator Lomasney dissenting. 

The committee on Ways and Means 
has favorably reported a resolve ap¬ 
propriating $2000 for the Metropolitan 
Park Commission to investigate the 
advisability of the so-called Newton 
parkway scheme, it will be $2000 
wasted If tlie Governor does not put 
his veto on the proposition, as he 
should. The commission is to report 
by .January, 3911. 

The House lias adopted the bill to 
relieve the Common wealth und its 
cities nnd towns from any part of 
the expense of abolition of grade 
crossings. The vote was close. The 
only interest Newton has in the 
proposition is that wo have Incurred 
a largo expense under the present 
law, and It would seem only justice 
In ease the law j« changed to reim¬ 
burse us for some j>ortlon of the 
expense of this work Jn Newton. 

Iiepre«eiMativea Ellis and White 
were in ihe minority on the vole to 
allow a Jury trial on all cases of 
contempt of court, committed outside 
On* presence of the court itself. While 
this bin is presented as a pure labor 
measure, ir ban elements of justice 
willleh should receive attention from 
all fair-minded persons. I do not 
believe our representatives correctly 
reflect the sentiment of Oils city on 
the bill. 

The so-called eight hour bill has 
passed Ihe House, Mr, Ellis making 
a telling speech against its passage 
and all our representatives recorded 
in opposition. 

The Senate, somewhat to the sur¬ 
prise of those In (crested, has pa.ssed 
the eorjwnatlon tax hill by a vote of 
nearly two to one. Senator Mulligan 
of tills district Indug in the minority, 
This bill is a most serious one for 
Newlon as it will reduce our income 
nearly $50,000, The action of ihe 
bb*nate is the death blow to the hopes 
of our Tepixi.se n tat Ives, who have 
worked hard against this hill.

MASS MEETING 


A largely attended mnse meeting 
was bold In Bray Hall, Nowlon Cen¬ 
tre, on Sunday evening, under the 
(VI root Ion of lihe Middlesex <Ymnty 
Federal Ion of Catholic Societies. The 
auditorium was crowded and included 
members of tbo several Catholic so¬ 
cieties In the city, together with their 
auxiliaries and others. 

The meeting was in eharge of Rev. 
Father B. C. RJordan, pastor of the 
Sacred Heart Church of Newton Cen¬ 
tre. He delivered the opening ad¬ 
dress and introduced the several 
speakers. The program was inter¬ 
spersed with musical numbers by the 
church choir. 

Those who addressed the meeting 
were Coimly President Timothy \V. 
Haley of OnmHridge, P. Sarsfield 
Cunnlff. chairman of ihe Watertown 
Board of Selectmen; Rev. Father Am¬ 
brose F. Rodin*. imsior of St. Patrick's 
rhuroll, Watertown, who is county 
chaplain; Hon. James II, Vahoy of 
Watertown and Charles T. Daly of 
'Medford, secretary of the county fed¬ 
eration. All told of the relation of 
the church and the federation, the 
need or organization of the kind and 
the effect of such union on Catholics 
as n body. In addition Mr. Haley 
gave 'interesting facts relating to the 
alms and purposes of the federation 
and told of the work accomplished 
all over trills country and throughout 
its possessions. He said that there 
are at present 600,000 members of 
the federation, with 60,000 In Middle¬ 
sex county. 

In the opening address Rev. Father 
Riordan outlined the mission of the 
federation, saying, in part: “Need¬ 
less to say, federation ils not a mar¬ 
shalling of forces for a race strug¬ 
gle; Slav and Teuton and Celt are 
of us. It is no sullen, bitter revolt 
against existing conditions and cir¬ 
cumstances. however unsatisfactory. 
No more Is it a partisan political 
movement, for every shade of legiti¬ 
mate rational political opinion is re¬ 
flected- in the views of our members. 

Nothing is further removed from 
federation than pros el yt ism and such 
a charge comes with ill grace from 
those who foster that rank growth by 
tolerating It. It is a movement to 
unite the energies of Catholics in the 
doing of good. In defence of faith 
and home and country against the 
evils of the time, the lawlessness of 
corruption, the dangerous theories 
and practice that are undemining our 
nation. That there are such evils 
none but the unthinking can deny. 

“What of the arrogance of wealth, 
its wideflaunting sinful extravagance 
and the revolting self-complacency of 
its votories. What of the Immunity 
from punishment, from arrest even, 
of plutocratic lawbreakers, and the 
rapidly growing distrust and contempt 
of law begotten of it? What of the 
specious doctrine of supply and de¬ 
mand that makes it moral to buy as 
low as the cost can be forced by 
means however cruel and unchristian, 
and sell as high as a long suffering 
people can be forced to pay monopo¬ 
lized capital and special legislation? 
This evil is worse than -the corre¬ 
sponding tyranny of labor, so called. 

"Federation is designed to rouse 
all Catholics to greater loyalty to 
faith and its demands, to intensify 
their efforts to provoke what makes 
for the safety of religion of home, of 
i country, to mass them In a solid 
j phalanx against social, Industrial and 
i ixditical aggressors. 

I “Here in Newton we are disunited 
and inert. The five parishes are pros¬ 
perous and prospering but that is not 
enough. The problems of the day and 
Its dangers demand of us wider out¬ 
look and more virile effort.”

Women’s Clubs

There be n. port.incnt atriic.le in (he 
Federation Bullet in for this month 
on “The -Movement for ft Sane Fourth 
of July.” Investigation's along this 
line hove been going on for the past 
pcwon reft re and it has been discov¬ 
ered that ninny deaths from the ef¬ 
fect of noise alone have resulted, 
among the very young, tho very old. 
and these very 111; but it has been 
demonstrated that it is the well, 
strong, net!ve children who ore the 
ehfaf victims of our passion for ex¬ 
plosives. The article goes on to say, 
“Thirty-four thousand killed and 
wounded Is the record for the last 
seven years, -more than were killed 
and Injured during the War for In¬ 
dependence which we are supposed to 
celebrate with this slaughter." 

Surely such nn astounding state¬ 
ment should o]»en the eyes and minds 
or American men nnd women and 
lining them to a realizing sense of the 
incongruity. Several cities have al¬ 
ready awakened to the si tuns ion and 
have adopted restrictive or prohlbl- 
11 ve ordinances. The writer suggests 
that restrictive laws are not of much 
avail. "So long ns dangerous explo¬ 
sives are on sale, legally or Illegally, 
so long they will be bought and used 
by children of 1 bought leas and over- 
indulgent parents." 

Springfield has in a measure solved 
the problem by introducing a really 
patriotic celebration with historic 
pageant, bands, nnd fire-works. The 
school-dhilldren take part in the var¬ 
ious floats «nd spend some time in 
studying up in preparation nnd inci¬ 
dentally learning much local history. 

Is there any reason why Newton 
might not do the same? There surely 
is plenty of opportunity for sucili a 
celebration.

Dr Deborah Fawcett, one of the 
Hub mem bore, spoke before the Bo 
clal 'Science Club on Wednesday 
morniikg <i[K>n "Practical Applications 
or (the New Mthbods of Preventing 
Plseiise." I>r. Fawcett opened her 
paper by quoting an ancient Eastern 
proverb whldh «ay#, "He alone la a 
true physician who cun cure disease." 
She* said that soon there will be an 
American version. "He alone is the 
true physician who ran prevent as 
well as euro disease.” She dw\Ht up 
on the necessity of un extension of 
general knowledge of the mature and 
raus4« disease until we have an 
lnteJligeiut public. Already the educa¬ 


tion of tho people hns brought About 
u deeren. c o in the death rale in tuber¬ 
culosis. through the adoption of piv- 
vciiitlve measure#. 

Tyidiodd fever is nn entirely pre- 
ventlblr disease nnd yet in 1309 there 
were 400,000 runes In the United 
Stales*. Tho dangers of house-files n« 
germ carriers and the necessity of 
eftTeful house screening were pointed 
out 

Dr. FnWHVtt explained the theory 
regarding the treatment or disease by 
means of the various serums ami the 
difference between niiH-toxln nnd vac- 
cine. Aivtl-toxln, she wild, lifts become 
almost a specific for diphtheria and 
Its use is being ext ended lo ninny 
other diseases. 

She stated flint there should be 
strict laws for the examination of Im¬ 
migrants. Investigations hnve -shown 
that one-third of the Insane in the 
public institutions are foreign-horn 
and (hat 00 percent are either foreign- 
born or of foreign-born parentage. 

She urged protective hygienic meas¬ 
ures being adopted by cities nnd 
towns, as for example, the abolish¬ 
ment of the smoke nulsan-ce, tihe at¬ 
tempt to secure clean streets and a 
pure ni l llk supply. She pointed out the 
value of a national department of pub¬ 
lic health and of medical Inspection 
in the public schools. 

In conclusion she enumerated the 
groat preventive measures os being, 
plenty of fresh air, exercise, whole¬ 
some nourishing food, an abundance 
of sloop nnd a right mental attitude. 

At the close of her paper Dr. Faw¬ 
cett answered many practical ques¬ 
tions which were asked by the mem¬ 
bers and guests. 


ALCOHOL. 

Mrs. Edith Smith Da-vls national 
superintendent of hygienic Instruc¬ 
tion of the Woman's Christian Tem¬ 
perance Union, gave a most instruc¬ 
tive and inspiring address In the hall 
of the new High School, on Tuesday 
afternoon, April 12. Mrs, Davis Is re¬ 
markably fitted for her work by many 
years as teacher in the public schools, 
and her knowledge of the physical ef¬ 
fects of nlchohol nnd other narcotics 
obtained by wide travel In Europe 
and this country, among nil classes 
of society. Her knowledge of the sub¬ 
ject was itvforced by convictions 
which made her address most im¬ 
pressive and convincing. She began 
with the teacher's problem in regard 
to the foreign children in our schools. 
It was idiown thia/t both parents and 
children and even babies are subject 
to the beer habit to such an extent 
in their home lands, that they enter 
on oltJaenship In onr country so han¬ 
dicapped, as to make the teachers 
success with them almost impossible 
Mrs. Davis In visiting the public 
schools In our large cities found large 
numbers of children incapable of 
study, through physical weakness, 
brought on by being given beer in¬ 
stead of bread ftt home. While In a 
schoolroom In St. IjouIs. tihe teacher 
in ginning a language lesson, asked, 
what, does the baby drink? She re¬ 
ceived the answer, "baby drinks beer.” 
After pointing out the extent of the 
evil of alchohol in tihe schools, among 
the foreign born, Mrs. Davis made 
cleaT, that though hygienic instruc¬ 
tion is a legal obligation, it Is largely 
Ignored in the schools. One superin¬ 
tendent told her he did not want pro¬ 
hibition. Thirty years ago science had 
not spoken as to the injurious effects 
of narcotics, and teachers did not 
know', but now they do or can, and 
tihe hygiene Instruction may be made 
so dear nnd simplified that llhe 
youngest child cun understand it. Its 
Importance is shown, !.n its solution 
of the great problem, how to live. 

This scientific^ instruction is put 
in such general propositions as the 
child’s proper use of the natural or¬ 
gans; that all the organs suffer to¬ 
gether, and the moral duty lo have a 
healthy body, by the use of fresh air 
and wholesome food. These general 
statements are Illustrated and enforc¬ 
ed by exhibiting the specific effects 
of alohohol and tobacco on the phy- 
olckl system. Dr. Hodge, an eminent 
specialist hns demonstrated tihe re¬ 
sults of moderate drinking, on the 
nervous system, by experimenting 
with living animals. These results 
showed a greater susceptibility to 
germ diseases and specially tubercu¬ 
losis. and an enervated system, that 
would not promptly respond to In¬ 
dustrial incentives. This has a direct 
bearing on business life and should 
bo clearly taught in the schools. 

This teaching need not lie put us 
preaching or moralizing, hut woven 
Into the general work of Instruction. 
For Instance in literature, the quota¬ 
tions from great authors might be se¬ 
lected with more or less bearing on 
this subject. Shakespeare has plenty 
of reference to It nnd even as far 
back to Xenophon: also from living 
mon, up to President Tuft himself. 
Mrra. Davis. In this coimoetiion show- 
eel the usefulness of charts, that 
apeak to the eye, in stirong language: 
showing for iiutsauce that, a barrell 
of beer, called the |>oor man’s food, 
contains two tier cent food value and 
ninety eight per cent |>olwoned viator, 
while a barrel of flour holds ninety 
eight p c. food value. Race degener¬ 
acy was also pointed out. Experiment.* 
with dogs showed that eighty two 
l>er cent were 'l>orn dead where the 
parents had been under the (Influence 
of nldhohol. 

Mini. Davis visited a school room in 
SI. Ixmls and listened to a row of 
children who could not answer the 
simplest questions. The teacher told 
her they were almost idiom, and from 
•rich families addicted to alchohol. It 
was shown that totwicco poison goes 
straight to the lungs and induces dis¬ 
ease. The real peril is not cigarettes 
but tolWCMO. 

The hi i portal nee of tills address to 
■the Newton teachers cannot lie over¬ 
estimated and Superintendent. Spauld¬ 
ing expressed bin own and the teach¬ 
ers hearty appreciation of it. If now 
ill is appreciation can be put into a< 
dial execution It will mark mi era in 
■ibe usefulne-sas of our schools in 
teaching the coining generall<m how 
■to live. The credit of bringing ciImmiI 
^jojiyuo iHoiuit? onp wj swojppu Him 
to Mini. W. 11. Rftpd.

with collateral, public funds, railroad 
nnd other bonds, real estate, etc. The 
rash on hand and In Imnks Is $142,- 
297. The public hno noted that the 
four lai-ge«t banks L-n Boston are now 
on a 3 1-2 per cent dividend basis 
which would seem to be a conserva¬ 
tive course with the limitations In 
Investments which the state places 
upon savings bnnko. 

So much Is being said about pro¬ 
fessional auditing of savings bank 
work that It seems In order to state 
now that this bank did not wait for ft 
reel Hiring law ip be passed but began 
in 1904 by contracting with a firm of 
high repute as profess ion ol auditors 
to audit the bank’s accounts qmtr- 
leriy. two of such audits to bo made 
jimt before declaration of semi-annual 
dividends. The bank lias Tot years 
taken off twice each year absolutely 
correct trial balances of its deposi¬ 
tors' ledgena. This requires skill and 
care for if errors creep In the task is 
indefinite. By an ingenious block sys¬ 
tem adopted by the late 'Mr. Aldon 
A. Howe an error can be located so 
that only a se»ctJlon of the work has to 
be searched, Instead of reviewing the 
entire lied. The present method of 
carxi work Is a daily trinl balance, 
practically preventing «ny error from 
going into the depositors’ accounts. 

Savings bank work is such a spec¬ 
ialty In Itself and requires so much 
of close application nnd patience It 
would seem that advocates of the 
Postal Savings Bank bill, or of in¬ 
cluding Industrial insurance business 
irn savings bank quarters can know 
but little of the subjects of which 
they talk so glibly. It Is rather an in¬ 
teresting him! practical commentary 
that of 189 savings banks in this 
State but two have os yet availed 
themselves of the option of opening 
an Industrial Insurance department. 

Saving® batiks are all under control 
of the State and oil their movements 
are regulated by State lftw, from the 
mamner of accepting deposits nnd 
making payments to the making of 
loans and investing In secuTitiesi. The 
deposits in a Ravings bank being 
strictly trust, funds the greatest care 
la exercised In taking mortgages suit¬ 
able for ouch funds. The State law 
is properly very strict nnd the sav- 
fjnga bank Grustee realllTWis his re¬ 
sponsibility. 

The State law* requires all savings 
banks to call tin tihedr pass books ev-; 
ery third year for official verifica¬ 
tion. Bt Is a pity that the Indifference 
or confidemoe of the depositors per¬ 
mits this wise law’ from doing its full 
work. Three years ago less than 
forty per cent of out books were pre¬ 
sented during llhe term set for veri¬ 
fication. Tills year the entire month 
of May is set for boolc® to be present¬ 
ed to be verified and any errors dis¬ 
covered by a special official! will be 
reported to the State. We shall ad¬ 
vertise with the Boston Banks fn the 
Boston daily papers as well as in 
Newton and we hope to have present¬ 
ed a large percentage of our books.

I claim that if there can 
be coupled with education, a more 


technical training which can be sup- 1 
plied in schools of this sort, that the 
result must necessarily he that the 
toys and girls who here get an In¬ 
timation of that result will be fired 
with a new and aivakoned Interest.

The dedication of this magnificent 
building, ihe Newton Technical High 
School, marks a ne%v era in the edu¬ 
cational work of the city of Newton. 

When this building is completely 
finished it will be undoubtedly one 
of ihe finest, if not the finest.

MR. MEAD’S LECTURE 


Tho lecture given at. the Newton 
Club hou«o last Sunday evening, un¬ 
der the miHpWfl of the young men 
of Si. Joh»’n Epl?eoiwiJ rhurch, wna 
by Mr. Kdwln D. Mead, on the United 
States a» a world power, and war 
most interesting mid Instructive and 
much appreciated by those present. 

'Mr. Mend, In opening, declared Ibat 
the references to the United States 
ns a, world power seems these days 
to be fashionable, the newspapers 
and magazines containing much up¬ 
on that suhjoct. If often seems ns 
If tihe minds of many of the writers 
and speaker a first turned loward this 
country as a world power when, a 
few years ago, it p-howvd Us power to 
sink a few Spanish gunboaus in the 
Pacific Ocean nnd the Carribean Sea. 

“This Ih a very cheap view of world 
power." snld Mr. Mend, ‘‘and It is a 
very cheap view of the United Staie-s. 
The United States began to be a 
world power as Roon as it began to 
be at ft'll, and from that time to this 
It ha® been the greatest power among; 
the nations. On the whole, it has 
been a good power among the nations, 
and the only power that any of us 
should be proud of or care about is 
good power. The powers that make 
for peace and not for conflict, the 
power that makes for ideals and in¬ 
ternational morality—no other power 
is to be boasted of. 

'‘(Mad®: one once pronounced the 
Constitution of the United States the 
most important document ever creat¬ 
ed at a single time by ihe hand of 
man. From the time that Constitu¬ 
tion was established down to the pres¬ 
ent. there has ’been no important Con¬ 
stitution framed anywhere in the 
world which has not shown its Influ¬ 
ence and somehow bore its impress. 
All South America was almost im¬ 
mediately made over upon similar 
lines. England's own rolonies fol¬ 
low essentially its plan; and all 
Europe has been affected by it. This 
is one exercise of world power, be¬ 
side which the sinking of a few gun- 
boais is cheap indeed.” 

iMr. Mead then referred to .Ameri¬ 
can influence in Bulgaria and Turkey, 
He said: “When self-government 

was established in Bulgaria 30 years 
ago, the leaders In the new' move¬ 
ment were all young statesmen who 
had been educated at Robert College 
at Constantinople. Turkey is full of lit¬ 
tle American colleges, and the progres 
eive statesmen of the Young Turk 
.party wiho have now come into power 
there pay warm tribute to the per¬ 
suasive influence o-f American educa¬ 
tion and political Ideas throughout 
■the empire. The strong and. benefi¬ 
cent influence of America in Japan 
and China was then noticed. It was 
the United States that opened Japan 
to the world; and IQie president of 
the University at Kioto has Just been 
bearing witness in speeches in Bos¬ 
ton and elsewhere to the immense 
power of America in shaping Japan¬ 
ese education. The heading repre¬ 
sentatives of Japan at Portsmouth, 
where five years ago the treaty with 
Russia was concluded, were men who 
had been educated at Harvard Und- 
versitv. 

"America Is playing a leading part 
In the awakening of China. China 
has a quarter of the population of the 
world. She will advance as rapidly 
In the next 50 year® as Japan has 
advanced in the last 50 yeans. It Is 
fundamental that the kind of power 
■we exercise there should he the right 
kind. As a result of the return by 
us of the surplus ddemnity money to 
China hundreds of picked Chinese 
students are to be sent regularly to 
study in our American colleges; and 
they will return to help weave the 
web of good undestandlng and fra¬ 
ternity between America and the Ori¬ 
ent, which Is so imperative.” 

As illustrations of contrasting kinds 
of world power, Mr. -Mead referred 
to the opium war, Jn which England 
farced opium upon China at the point 
of the bayonet, and the work of the 
splendid group of English scholars 
at Shanghai Who had already trans¬ 
lated more than 200 English books 
of travel, science, history and biog¬ 
raphy Into Chinese, and circulated them 
widely tliorughout the empire, to ac¬ 
quaint those people with the best 
western thought. This 4s Khe exer¬ 
cise of a true kind of world power. 

The speaker desert Led 'With warm 
enthusiasm the now Cosmopolitan 
club movement among our American 
university students. In (he lost half 
dozen years Cosmopolitan clubs have 
been 'formed among the students of 
30 American colleges and universities. 
The Harvard Cosmopolitan club has 
200 members, only one-third of them 
native Americans. It is a condition 
of these c v 'ubs that two-thirds of 
1 hem shall lie -foreigners. President 
Eliot recently called the Harvard 
Cosmopolitan club the most interest¬ 
ing club in the university. There 
aw now 2000 students enlisted in 
this movement in our various Amer¬ 
ican universities, all leagued together 
to promote good understanding be¬ 
tween different peoples, and inter¬ 
national fraternity. The federation 
pubJishs a year book, holds annual 
conventions, and is about to start a 
monthly magazine, to give a record 
of International activities among uni* 
versty s-tudenin the world over. There 
ils a similar movement among Euro¬ 
pean students, and the two move¬ 
ments are being affiliated. 

“The United States itself,” uaid 
Mb-. Mosul, “Is the great cm ^ Cosmo¬ 
politan club in the world. We have 
20,(100,000 people of English Hood, 
IS 000 000 of Gentian blood, 13,000,000 
Irish and 14.000.000 of other ixuva. 
Peoples of every moo here mingle 
together, and the men migrating hero 
from European eounlriea are sending 
letters home about the principles of 
■fiv« speech, Ti'eo spools. free 
<li inches free libraries* and a five 
press, whUti are here ill control. 
Through thesw influences ike United 
Stale* exorcises world iKMyer ,ho 
beaA sense.

“It war in this country that the 
peace movement, an organized in the 
world, was first eelnblifihcd, in 1815. 
The flrflt ponce social left In the world 
wore thofle established In New York 
and Boston In that year. The founders 
of our republic, Washington, Franklin, 
Jefferson, wore the IlluwirouH cham¬ 
pion** in lheir time of the settlement 
of International differences peacefully 
Instead of by force, and the Influence 
of Ihc United States from ihat time 
to this in promoting Internallonal ar¬ 
bitration has been a commanding in¬ 
fluence. The United States Supreme 
Court Is a prototype and prophecy of 
the supreme court of the world. 

"All that the world needs Is lo ftp- 
play to international organization the 
same relationship which exists be¬ 
tween the states In our American 
federation. At the present time we 
can, if we will, exercise a determin¬ 
ing power In stopping the mad rival¬ 
ry of navies, in hastening the reduc¬ 
tion of armaments, nnd In leading the 
nations to a policy of universal arbi¬ 
tration, releasing for constructive 
purposes the enormous sums now- 
wasted upon great armaments. 

“War answers only one question, 
which of the two fighting powers Is 
at the time the stronger. The or¬ 
ganizations of the future must enable 
nations to determine simply what is 
just. A nation is not great because 
It is large and has great armies and 
navies. The true grandeur of na¬ 
tions lies in moral and intellectual 
power. Palestine and Greece were 1 
world powers whose Influence we feel 
today, when big Babylon and big 
Assyria are almost forgotten. 

"Our little Commonwealth of ’Mas¬ 
sachusetts has been a world power 
because It has been the home of 
men of moral and intellectual leader¬ 
ship. Our duty today is to surmount 
the temptations of materialism and 
to keep our Commonwealth a world 
pow-er and our nation a world power 
of the right kind."

Following the election 
open discussion was held and plans 
for the Fourth of July celebration dis¬ 
cussed, the sentiment apparently 
leaning toward a smaller demonstra¬ 
tion than ever before. 


Many persons present were in

A lootin'* of TNoro khan onllnnryl 
Inloro^t was pi von l>oforc the Social 
Science Club on Wodnosdny, April 20, 
bv Mr. Francis E. Stanley, whom U»o 
club Is proud to count as otto of Ihe 
“olub-husbnnds.’* Mr. Stanley’® sub¬ 
ject was "Navigating the Air: Aero¬ 
plane^, Airships and Dirigible Bal¬ 
loons.’’ Modem methods of Ioootuo 
lion. ho said, have practically changed 
tbe oarlh. The automobilo Industry 
has developed to enormous propor¬ 
tions and has furnished employment 
for a very large number of persons. 
Up to a comparatively abort time 
the new methods of propulsion have 
dealt with the same elements, the 
horse has been displac'd by steam, 
and steam In turn by electricity and 
other hinds of power, but the vehicle 
■with wheels has remained. 

Navigation of the nJr is the Inst 
method to be solved, though It has 
been tried for many years. Mr. Stan¬ 
ley referred to the humorous poem i 
by ,T. T. Trowbridge, "Darius Green 
and his Flying Machine," and then 
traced the historical development of 
these wo-called flying machines from 
the invention of the balloon, which 
was made possible by the discovery 
of Henry Cavendish of the lightness 
of hydrogen gas. A Frenchman, how¬ 
ever. constructed the first balloon, a 
hot-air one, which in 1782 was made 
to rise by itself a few. feet into the 
air. The next year one was made 
to rise 1 BOO feet and the first passen¬ 
gers carried were a sheep, a cock and 
a duck. In November of the same 
year, 1783, the first man made an as¬ 
cent and in December the first scien¬ 
tifically complete one was construct¬ 
ed, which curiously enough coutained 
all the essentials of the modern bal¬ 
loon. In fact, Benjamin Franklin 
foretold practically all the uses to 
which the balloon has been put up to 
the present time. So far in the de¬ 
velopment the only motion that could 
be controlled was that of rising or 
falling by throwing out baliasi or 
letting out gas. But for horizontal 
motion It was practically at the mer¬ 
cy of the wind. 

It was not, however, until one hun¬ 
dred years after the Invention of the 
balloon in 1883 that a dirigible one 
of cylindrical form was constructed. 
Count Zeppelin of Germany .invented 
a large dirigible balloon in 1900 and 
since' that time a great improvement 
has been made in the construction of 
this type. These, 'Mr. Stanley con¬ 
sidered hardly practical, but thought 
they might prove useful in time of 
war.

Capacity and Convenience Increased. 

The Boston correspondent of the 
Fall River Herald discusses. In that 
paper, what has been accompli shod 
by the changes nt the Dudley street 
"L” station as follows: — 

A Htreot railway station on whose 
platforms more passengers can be 
landed simultaneously and comfort¬ 
ably than at nny other urban trans¬ 
portation station In the world 1 b 
about completed in Boston, and a 
greater volume of newspaper protest 
than ever before rolled up Is grimly 
awaited by the Irnotion officials. 

The expectation is not unreason¬ 
able. At Dudley street, Roxbury, 
where ihe Apostle hjiol once trans¬ 
lated the Scriptures Into strange In¬ 
dian languages un script Ural words in 
many languages have been represent¬ 
ed by the sensational newspapers as 
flying continuously ever since the ser¬ 
vice Wins improved a Tew months ago 
>by Itie opening of an extension to 
Forest Hills and n remodeling under¬ 
taken of the former terminal, now 
serving as wav station -and terminus 
both. From cartoons and lurid de¬ 
scriptions that have been published 
the outsider would get an idea that 
where one saint anciently converted i 
the heathen a legion of strange devils ; 
now’ possesses a million civilized peo- i 
pie. Roxbury is the Hub’s Harlem: 
the nearer it is brought to the heart 
of the city the further are the people 
from contentment, according to some 
press comments, now that a rear¬ 
rangement of the facilities at Dudley 
street Is about to be opened, a re¬ 
arrangement Of the engineering ex¬ 
perts is in order. 

The case for libel which a com¬ 
munity of a million and a half peo¬ 
ple might bring against some of its 
newspapers would get strong support 
from an exhibit of the caricatures of 
the community's intelligence pub¬ 
lished under guise of criticism of the 
newer trajisit facilities. Any one 
who knew the Boston urban trans¬ 
portation scheme only from reading 
comments on it In the yellow journals 
and the jaundiced organ of gentility 
would infallibly get a notion that it 
is tending toward a tangle to be 
straightened out only oy the intro¬ 
duction of the aeroplane as common 
carrier. 

Yellow Journals Piqued. * 

Such a person’s mental picture 
would indicate that while more peo¬ 
ple may henceforth land simultane¬ 
ously at one of the stations of the 
Boston Elevated Company than at 
any other set of platforms anywhere, 
fewer of them will know where they 
are going or how to get there, and 
that having slanted with a bad situa¬ 
tion the engineers have made it worse 
by not seeking the advice of news¬ 
paper critics before trying to im¬ 
prove it. Since the days of the "six¬ 
teen" puzzle, the outside observer 
would conclude, no prize puzzle has 
ever surpassed the one In Roxbury. 
It is a labyrinth to which each even¬ 
ing the Boston Elevated Railway Com¬ 
pany takes thousands of weary work¬ 
ers and makes them much move bo 
by shuffling them around like pigs In 
a blind poke. Uncle Joe Cannon’s 
paraffine dog with the celluloid legs 
would have an easier task, It might 
be imagined, in overtaking an aspes- 
tos cat in the infernal regions than 
the average Bostonian in catching the 
ear he wants to get out of Dudley 
street. It Is a place for abandonment 
of all hope of heme and hearthslde. 
The gate Df opportunity is every¬ 
where closed and a large lettered sign 
recommend b the wayfarer to go fur¬ 
ther, Every path is open except the 
one which might bring you out some¬ 
where. The boston Elevated com¬ 
pany, It has been suggested, ought to 
adv.se its patrons at Dudley street: — 
‘“Don't go wherever you’re going. 

But go wherever you wouldn’t. 

The other way is the only right way; 
This way you shouldn't and couldn’t.” 

Generalizing, the investigator of 
gay. a century’ hence. In outlining his 
picture of transportation conditions 
in Boston from study of files of cer¬ 
tain newspapers, might conclude that 
in 1010 the 1 uritan capital had an 
admirable transportation system for 
the encouragement of long distance 
walking. He who rode regretted. 
The Kiife plan, to get anywhere, was 
to take a taxi and implore the driver 
to avoid colliding with the trolleys 
The anti vivisection cult and the pence 
movement flourished in Boston be¬ 
cause of the horror of the inhabitants 
who had seen their fellow citizens 
lorn limb from limb w-ilile trying to 
board street ears. Ix>st lives were as 
(onimot. as lost tempers. 

These conditions, H might lie re¬ 
lated in 2010 , made for a grasping 
monopoly's profit. The harrier the 
transportation company threw the 
public down the softer grew its job 
of rifling their pockets of spare 
change. 


Company’s Side, 

Examination of some of the pin ns 
fit further improvement of the trnn- 
tdi system, a personal vigil lo the 
reputed labyrinth at Dudley street and 
cciifideratlon of the statement put 
for wart! by the officials of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company in explan¬ 
ation of their reasons for doing some 
of the things now in process might 
ronceivably modify the impression ot 
the visitor from AJtrurla. Out of mu¬ 
ll or he would have to recognize thill 
without its present highly developed 
rapid transit facilities the collection 
of communities at the head of Massa¬ 
chusetts Day would be Bedlam; with 
them it is just Boston. 

For the queer little city on the hill, 
ns everybody knows, never accepts 
without questioning nnd at lenst a lit¬ 
tle carping. Some of its people there 
are who hate to watch Boston grow; 
in the process there seems to be 
some reflection on their own mental 
condition. Possibly in no community 
are there relatively so many lay per¬ 
sons who from desultory reading, nnd 
profound cogitation know more of 
medicine than all the physicians; of 
law than the most eminent jurists; 
of journalism than the ablest editors; 
and of transportation than the com¬ 
petent ti■nctlon specialists who have 
built up in their oddly unsystenimet¬ 
rical town ft harmonious, w’ell articu¬ 
lated street railway system which 
specialists from other places have 
pronounced n model of Re kind. 

No other American ctly, doubtless, 
has so many malefactors of moderate 
wealth who having no business to 
which they must attend for a liveli¬ 
hood are free to offer gratuitous eer- 
vice in regulating the affairs of the 
universe and the local public service 
corporations. There is a typical mod¬ 
ern Puritan saint, much in evidence 
at clubs and public gatherings, who 
is transported with delight if ever he 
happens to he transported in discom¬ 
fort; the occasion gives him a chance 
to write a letter of complaint to his 
favorite newspaper. i 

Changes Annoy. 

As In every community, the Bos¬ 
ton crowds dislike to have their auto¬ 
matism disturbed and to be put into 
a situation where intelligence must 
he used to get In out of the rain or 
to avoid payment of an extra nickel 
for carfare. The invitation to “move 
quickly” nearly produced a riot In 
Boston some years ego; the trans¬ 
portation company has never had the 
hardihood to repeat it. Cynical traf¬ 
fic men will tell you that it is only 
the local public of the .most common 
schooled, not to say cultured, Ameri¬ 
can city who do not know how to 
read. w 

Fifty thousand strangers descend 
upon the town at the time of a con¬ 
vention. In half a day, helped by 
guards, guide books and gumption, 
they know how to find their way 
around. Fifty thousand suburbanites, 
who drift back and forth with regu¬ 
larity of a tide and the thoughttfulnsass 
of a trade kind, discover with annoy¬ 
ance some slight change, believed by 
the experts to be for the better, in 
their customary route, and straight¬ 
way 23 of them, a numbor magnified 
by the yellow journals into an im¬ 
mense gathering, hold an Indignation 
meeting to demand that an ancient 
status be restored. Most of the 
crowd, after a few days of grumbling, 
becomes confirmed in a new habit 
from which they will with equal dif¬ 
ficulty he shaken when another 
change must be made. Some of them 
are perpetually In the state of mind 
of a Rip Van Winkle who went, to 
Bleep before the telephone, trolley 
and motor car were invented and now 
rubs ills eyes among unfamiliar won¬ 
ders. 

Because the realtoratIons of the sta¬ 
tion at Dudley street corrects diffi¬ 
culties imposed by the layout of the 
city in that section and has -been ac¬ 
complished at large expense aud ex¬ 
ercise of engineering skill a news¬ 
paper agitation may well result which 
will ecmal that of December. 1908, 
when the service was speeded and 
the comfort of business men and 
shoppers increased by the opening 
of the Washington street tunnel. 

A statement of what has actually 
been done at the terminal suggests 
improvements that would be highly 
appreciated in any American city— 
as say, it put Into operation about the 
Manhattan terminus of Brooklyn 
bridge. 

Now provisions for the comfort of 
passengers have been adopted while 
no privileges to which they were for¬ 
merly entitled have been taken away. 
The annoyances caused heretofore by 
loading and unloading cars on the 
same platform have been removed. 
The pialform areas have been in¬ 
creased and ample waiting room ac¬ 
commodations introduced. Transfer

is accomplished bodily, by -walking 
front car to car, with none of the 
annoyances attendant upon use of 
paper [transfer slips. Clearly worded 
signs have been provided abundantly. 
Suitable attendants are on duty at 
nil hours. Some of tihe ticket offices 
have been replaced in the Interest of 
public convenience, the construction 
has been made of the beat materials, 
with due regard for the decencies of 
appearance of which American street 
car companies are sometimes accused 
of being negligent. Such work as 
has been done was effected without 
stopping business at this important 
junction. 

The operation of the trains and sur 
face cars has been greatly facilitated. 
The movements of the cars on the 
lower levels have been einiiplfled so 
that nil cars on the south side go 
to the south, and all cars on the 
north side go to the north. 

Largest Terminal In World, 

The station at Dudley street, when, 
completed, will be in point of traffic 
handled, one of the largest terminals 
in the world—If not the largest. It 
will take care of one thousand four 
hundred and twenty (1420) cars an 
hour or twenty-three and a half 
(231-2) in one minute. As a basis 
of comparison the South Terminal 
station, Boston—the largest in the 
world up to the completion of the 
new Pennsylvania station in New 
York city—handles daily 817 trains, 
averaging Bix oars to a train, or a 
total of 4902 care per day^ This 
total may be set against 1420 oars in 
single hour at Dudley street. 

This great number of cars is sim¬ 
ply divided; on elevated tracks going 
north and south, with loop tracks for 
surface cars on the upper level (one 
on the east side and one on the west 
side) and with all the lower level 
tracks divided between oars going 
north and cars going south, eaoh of 
the above loops serving both a load¬ 
ing and an unloading platform. The 
distances which passengers have to j 
walk in transferring from surface 
cars to elevated trains or vice versa 
have been made as small as is geo¬ 
metrically possible. It has been 
found necessary to provide three- 
fourths of a mile of track within the 
area enclosed by the station in order 
to accommodate the traffic. It Is ob¬ 
viously impossible to handle <the pres¬ 
ent immense traffic In the limited 
area which was suitable before the 
business reached Its present propor¬ 
tions but no unnecessary expansion 
has occurred. 

A certain overcrowding of cars and 
stations is inevitable In evegy street 
railway syBtem. The traffic cannot 
be distributed through the day, but 
must be concentrated at certain 
hours. The straphangers morning 
and evening pay for the empty seats 
at other periods of the day. General 
William A. Bancroft, president of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, 
in a recent address in Cambridge, 
cited figures to show that even if the 
cars bumped noses on the existing 
lines In and out of the city it would 
be impossible to give every passen¬ 
ger a seat at every hour of the day. 
Such provisions, however, as those 
made at Dudley street, and to be 
made shortly at the Sullivan Square 
terminal In Charlestown, will alleviate 
the congestion even while they aggra¬ 
vate the newspaper complaints. That 
doubtless is why the experts think 
it worth while to spend thought and 
money and to remain discreetly -silent 
under the abuse and vilification.

TECHNICAL HIGH SCHOOL 

Tho following remarks, made at tho 
dedication of the Technical High 
School Inst week, were crowded mil 
of our last Issue: — 

Mr. C. L. Klrschner. 

This school was opened Sept. 13 
Inst with an enrollment of TtOO regular 
pupils About 300 of this number are 
now registered In the commercial 
1 course, a department transferred from 
the Newton High to this school. 

Of the remaining number the ma¬ 
jority are registered In Ihe Technol¬ 
ogy College course, a four-year pre¬ 
paratory course for colleges tint! 
higher schools of technology. Tho 
others are enrolled in one of the fol¬ 
lowing courses: Technical course, 
giving nn all-round technical acad¬ 
emic training. Extra technical course 
with f >0 per cent more technical work 
than the other courses and preparing 
for work in the productive Industries. 
Tine arts course, with related studies 
about the art work ns a motive, a 
course I am told not found in nny 
other big'll school In this country. 
During the winter we have had un¬ 
der instruction In Ibis building a 
number exceeding 1200. Tills in¬ 
crease of 700 over our regular stu¬ 
dents numbering 500 has come 
through the courses we have offered 
to graduates and pupils of the New¬ 
ton High School, to teachers of the 
public schools, to grade pupils and 
evening classes formed. On account 
of tho lack of equipment we were 
unable to moot nil the demands put 
upon us. The demands that we luave 
been able to meet and the demands 
that arc still to be met, warrant Ihe 
prediction that this building was 
planned none too large. 

It is with a great, deal of pleasure 
that T welcome the citizens and tax¬ 
payers of Newton to these exercises 
this evening. It is due to your pride 
in your city, to your love for tho chil¬ 
dren of Newton, to your faith in 
your school committee that -has made 
this magnificent school a possibility. 
The city of Newton recognizes as does 
no other city more, that her greatest 
asset. Is her boys ami girls, and that 
this asset grows greater and stronger 
depending upon the schools in which 
these young people are trained. 

We have arranged this evening to 
have a number of boys and girls at 
work In the shops and laboratories 
that you might get an insight into 
the kind of training these pupils are 
getting during their regular school 
hours. Such formal school work as 
class work In English, science, math¬ 
ematics, etc., is omitted because It 
could not be successfully or Intelli¬ 
gently done upon on occasion, like 
this. I realize that a visitor this 
evening, after viewing only the tech¬ 
nical work, may leave with a wrong 
1 impression and misunderstanding as 
to the character of this school. 
(Recently a prominent lady in this 
city expressed surprise upon learning 
that English was one of the subjects 
taught here. We hardly dared tell 
her that French and German were 
also taught and that there were sev¬ 
eral classes in Latin! This mistake 
is a very common one, and I account 
for it in this way). 

During the past six or eight years 
much has been said and written about 
industrial and trade education. Just 
about the time, three years ago, when 
the discussion of industrial education 
was at its height, it was decided to 
build this Technical High School. The 
result Ib that almost dally I meet 
people in this community who be¬ 
lieve that this is an industrial school. 
This whole problem of industrial edu¬ 
cation was considered and the com¬ 
mittee decided that (he pressing need 
in Newton was not an industrial 
school, but nn extension of -the high 
school. Also that the influence, needs 
anil possibilities of an overcrowded 
high school could best be met thorugh 
a new school, technical in character 
and requiring special equipment In 
the way of various kinds of shops 
and laboratories, and known as a 
technical high school. 

A technical high school is one 
in whitih the Btudy and practice of 
the Mechanic Arts and Household 
Sciences are introduced, along with 
tile other subjects usually found in a 
high school. These teehniifil sub¬ 
jects are so Interwoven, into the 
course of study as to be co-ordinated 
and associated with the oilier studies, 
rather (ban standing us abstract sub¬ 
jects with no relation to the other 
work. 

Drawing, for instance, is made sub¬ 
servient to all the oilier work of the 
school. The sewing department wants 
a monogram for the school table linen 
thin the girls are making. The Tie- 
signing of a monogram becomes a 
problem in the drawing department. 

A decoration Is wanted on some drap¬ 
eries in the -sewing room; the draw¬ 
ing room furnishes tho design. 

A poster is wanted to announce an 
enterialnment; again the drawing 
room prepares tho design. 

Indian clubs, dumbbells, jewel 
boxes are io be turned out of wood 
in the wood-turning room; the draw¬ 
ing room must furnish the proper de¬ 
signs and proport Ions. Can you not 
see how different a subject drawing 
1 ecoinea when treated in this way. 
The same is true of much of the 
other work of tho school. 

Because a ltoy studies science In a 
high school It does not hold that the 
|»oy is to become a scientist, if he 
studies French and German that he 
is lo become a linguist. If the boy 
studliw mechanical operation and 
runs a machine that he Is to become 
a machinist, or if a girl studies the 
most scientific methods of conducting 
iiousehohl uffulrs that she is to be¬ 
come a servant. All such work makes 
for general education and training, 
broadening one’s (horizon and not nar¬ 
rowing it There is a peculiar kind 
of power and knowledge to be derived 
from each one of these subjects not 
found in the other. The work Is edu¬ 
cational In the broiuluwt sense, offer¬ 
ing opportunities and experiences not 
to 1st bad from books alone. There 
is also a degree of skill developed 
In (lie hand work that makes the 
work more than an academic subject. 


With tho advancement of civiliza¬ 
tion wo And ooienee and Invention 
playing nn Important part. In what¬ 
ever direction we turn we see evi¬ 
dences of scientific principles nml in¬ 
fluences shaping man's met.hodB of 
thought and action. Science Is broad¬ 
ening mail'd outlook and ie develop¬ 
ing man into an und reamed-of power. 

These technical high ochOols are 
a natural development In our system 
of education. With an admixture of 
science, literature, mathematics and 
technical work In the proper propor¬ 
tions, tho school Is abreast of the 
times. It Is offering a training to 
such hoys and girls who today would 
not receive the best development In 
a purely literary type of school. 

The daily doing of needful things 
with regularity and efficiency Is a 
habit that all high schools are trying 
to develop within (heir pupils. The 
Introduction of technical work re¬ 
quiring careful thought, observation 
and physical effort offers one of the 
best menus of creating this desirable 
habit. As a by-product, yet none llie 
less Important, the boys nnd girls 
grow to feel tho dignity and import¬ 
ance or (honest, manual labor—and in 
turn to enjoy the stimulus that comes 
from achievement of work well done. 
This school, offering new opportun¬ 
ities lo the hoys nnd girls In the 
grades will encourage many of thorn 
to continue their studies into the high 
school. 

Finally, this type of school is not 
for all boys and girls, and today an 
efficient grammar master must do 
more than simply semi a. pupil to the 
hJgli school. Ho must be capable of 
advising parents nnd pupils Intelli¬ 
gently, ns to the best course for the 
boy or girl to pursue in one or the 
other of Newton's high schools. 

Dr. C. A. Prosser. 

Dr. Prosser said: 

This is my first appearance before 
a Massachusetts audience and I feel 
it an honor to take part In the dedi¬ 
cation of this 6C1I100I I11 the Common¬ 
wealth of Massachusetts, which ex¬ 
cells In the great methods of this 
country. 

I congratulate you upon tills splen¬ 
did building. You may well he proud 
of It. To me this building means 
that Newton Is to further the future 
industrial supremacy of Massachu¬ 
setts and to establish a new centre 
of unlimited power. All 'through 
these years she has been able to 
maintain her place as the leading in¬ 
dustrial state of this country. It is 
wonderful that without natural re¬ 
sources, 'Massaohusetts has been able 
to dfc> ‘this, taking the cotton from 
the South, bringing it here lo New’ 
England and selling it, taking iron 
from Pennsylvania and finishing it 
into mechanical devices, and it is as¬ 
tonishing that she is able lo take the 
hide from off the cattle o.f the West 
and sell it book again, and it Is this 
commercialism 'Which is an art and 
demands trained business workers as 
it never did before. 

In older for a country to have suc¬ 
cess there are three things necessary 
to develop skilled industrial life In 
the -future. In 'the first place, there 
must he a body of Intel LlgemtJy 
trained men who are to do tihe think¬ 
ing, who are to develop the commer¬ 
cial and mechanical processes. In 
the 'second place, there must be a 
well trained body of workers to 6erve 
on these machines and serve well. 
In the third place the business man 
who must come to the front and work 
between the ether two great bodies 
and he must know something about 
industry. He must know something 
about machinery, he must know some¬ 
thing about commerce. And I take 
It that tills school will be able to 
turn out well trained men who ore 
competent to come to the front and 
stand for the industry of the future. 
They will be one of the -saving graces 
in the industrial competition of the 
country. 

So I congratulate you upon this 
school because of the industrial age 
am! because cf the emphasis that the 
nation has laid upon industrial judg¬ 
ment, that you have built hero u 
school for this purpose. A school 
that appeals to the practical type of 
mind. To one who finds expression 
In doing, more Insight in machinery 
than he has In abstrac-t theory—to ac¬ 
complish things by his hands. You 
have rendered a service that will he 
to the uplifting of your city, stale 
and country, and whereby you have 
served, will you be served. 

Mis6 Arnold. 

Miss Arnold, dean of Simmons Col¬ 
lege, said: 

It gives me great pleasure to lie 
with you tonight and have been re¬ 
minded of the story of the man who 
comes home and tells Ills wife and 
children that he has been made a 
corporal. Soon they are all marching 
around -shouting, "We are corporals,” 
but the mother Interrupts and says, 
“No. children, your father und I are 
corporals." Tonight we are all cor¬ 
porals. We all shure in this gift or 
ihe people of Newton to iheir chil¬ 
dren. and 1 am glad to be with you 
and be of you tonight. 

It lias been very evident as we have 
listened to the wise words that have 
been spoken so far, that wo are think¬ 
ing mostly of tho boys and that must 
be so. and for that reason 1 am mire 
yon will think Hut I am justified 
if I speak of the girls. I agree hearti¬ 
ly in connection wilh the speakers’ 
prophecy that this school is doing 
more for the welfare o>f our bo ye and 
glriw than we can readily realize. 
Now U seems to me that we are do¬ 
ing more of that class of work In 
opening up our Technical High School 
for boya und girls. We are turning 
toward that, so Tiff a« we can, giving 
an opiiortuiilly to each one tn un un¬ 
settled stage, and to develop amongst 
a variety 0 / scholars a variety of 
trades and help them to load tlielr 
better up to best. 

The Technical Nigh School elands 
for service and by lOiat the boy bet¬ 
ters hlanself and the girl herself. We 
all are of a different frame of mind, 
some may enjoy poetry if in it they 
see a mr.lve, a service. I once know 
a farmer who could not imagine what
